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REPORT  OF  DISTRICT  CHIEF 


During-  this  year  of  1950  we  did  not  experience  any  serious 
Forest  Fires  in  District  number  five  which  takes  in  all  of 
Strafford  County,  the  Towns  of  Alton  and  Gilmanton  in  Belknap 
County  and  the  Towns  of  Deerfield,  Northwood  and  Nottingham 
in  Rockingham  County.  However,  with  the  accumulation  of 
slash  from  extensive  lumber  operations  we  can  have  serious 
Forest  Fires  in  1951.  Everyone  can  help  in  preventing  these 
fires  by : 

1.  Securing  a  permit  from  the  Fire  Warden  after  the  snow 
leaves  the  ground. 

2.  Reading  the  permit  carefully  before  lighting  the  fire. 

3.  Insisting  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burning 
requirements. 

During  the  year  1950  we  had  67  fires  in  District  number  five 
that  burned  191  acres;  less  than  three  acres  per  fire.  This  is  not 
a  bad  record  but  we  can  reduce  the  number  of  fires  by  everyone 
being  careful  and  respecting  the  fire  laws. 

The  Forestry  Department  has  erected  several  F'ire  Weather 
signs  on  Main  highways  throughout  the  State.  One  of  these 
signs  is  located  on  Route  No.  16  in  Rochester  by  the  Freezer 
Locker. 

The  Fire  index  is  in  five  classes: 

1 — Very  Low  Fire  Danger. 
2 — Low  Fire  Danger. 
4 — High  Fire  Danger 
5 — Extreme  Fire  Danger. 

An  arrow  indicates  the  class  of  Fire  Danger  day  will  be 
changed  each  day  or  as  the  Fire  Danger  goes  up  or  down.  This 
sign  can  be  seen  clearly  day  or  night. 

Let's  all  work  with  the  Fire  Warden  and  District  Chief  in 
preventing  Forest  P'ires.

Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and  exam- 
ination of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Gilmanton  which  was 
made  by  this  Division,  acting  under  authority  of  Chapter  82. 
Section  27,  of  the  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire,  which 
provides  in  part  as  follows: 

"Audit  on  Motion  of  Commission.  The  commission  may 
cause  an  audit  to  be  made  of  the  accounts  of  any  city, 
town,  school  district,  village  district  or  precinct,  as  often 
as  once  in  two  years,  or  whenever  conditions  appear  to 
warrant  such  ..." 

This  audit  covered  the  fiscal  year  ending  December  31,  1949,  and 
the  period  from  January  1st  to  November  15th,  1950.  Exhibits 
as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the  report  which  is 
made  up  in  three  sections  as  follows: 

Section       I — Fiscal  Year  Ending  December  31,  1949 
Section     II — Period  January  1st  to  November  15th,  1950 
Section  III — Statistical   Table — Ten   Year   Statement   of 
Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes 

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts 
and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collec- 
tor, Town  Clerk  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with  the  custody,  receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were 
examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks  were 
compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well  as  entries 
in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by  source  inso- 
far as  possible,  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified 
and  classification  of  accounts  noted.  Verification  of  uncollec- 
ted taxes  prior  to  the  levy  of  1950  was  made  by  mailing- 
notices  to  delinquent  tax  payers  as  indicated  by  the  Collec- 
tor's records. 
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GENERAL  COMMENTS 
Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes: 

Table  I  presents  a  ten  year  statement  oi  Indebtedness, 
Valuation  and  Taxes.  It  will  be  noted  that  during  the  period 
from  January  31,  194]  to  December  31,  1949,  the  Net  Debt 
increased  from  $12,629.7(5  to  $37,865.10.  During  the  same 
period  Outstanding  Temporary  Loans  increased  from  $17,- 
100.00  to  $27,500.00,  and  Outstanding  Long  Term  Notes  from 
$6,000.00  to  $17,000.00. 

The  assessed  valuation  increased  by  over  $200,000.00 
and  the  amount  of  the  annual  tax  levy  nearly  doubled, — going 
from  $28,152.36  to  $55,204.38.  Uncollected  taxes  at  the  close 
of  the  year  increased  from  27,858.35  to  $21,100.38. 

The  average  local  tax  rate  increased  from  $4.04  to 
$6.08  per  hundred  as  compared  to  an  increase  in  the  average 
rate  for  the  State  during  this  period  from  $3.41  to  $4.31. 

Current  Deficit: 

The  balance  sheets  of  December  31,  1948  and  Decem- 
ber 31,  1949,  (Exhibit  A)  disclose  current  dificits  in  each  of 
these  years  amounting  to  $22,108.44  and  $20,865.10,  respec- 
tively,   as   indicated    herewith:

In  explanation  of  the  term  "current  liabilities,"  it  may 
be  stated  that  these  consisted  of  "accounts  payable,"  "un- 
expended balances  of  the  school  district  and  other  special 
appropriations"  and  "outstanding  temporary  loans." 

To  remain  in  sound  financial  condition  a  town  should  at 
all  times  have  sufficient  "assets"  to  meet  its  "current  liabili- 
ties." The  factor  chiefly  responsible  for  a  town  being  in  a 
deficit  position  is  the  accumulation  of  annual  budget  deficits 
resulting  from  appropriation  overdrafts.  This  condition  can 
be  remedied  only  by  more  careful  budget  preparation  and 
closer  adherance  to  the  appropriations  which  are  authorized 
by  the  town  meeting 

Refunding  of  Debt: 

As  of  December  31,  1949,  there  were  outstanding  tem- 
porary loans  in  the  amount  of  $27,500.00.  Inasmuch  as  on 
this  same  date  there  was  a  current  deficit  of  $20,865.10,  it 
will  be  seen  that  approximately  $21,000.00  of  the  outstanding 
temporary  loans  will  eventually  have  to  be  paid  by  future 
approprial  ions. 

It  is  therefore  recommended  that  authorization  i>< 
obtained  from  the  incoming  legislature  to  refund  this  indebt- 
edness  by  the  issuance  of  serial  notes  or  bonds  in  the  amount 
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of  $21,000.00,  which  wouid  provide  for  its  ultimate  liquida- 
tion. It  is  required  that  a  special  legislative  act  be  passed 
authorizing  such  refunding  procedure  as  the  Municipal  Bond 
Act  (Chap.  72 — Revised  Laws  of  N.  H.)  does  not  provide 
for   the   refinancing   of   outstanding   indebtedness.

Tax  Collector: 

At  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year,  December  31,  1949. 
i.he  uncollected  taxes  of  the  1949  levy  amounted  to  $20,948.66. 
The  total  amount  of  the  1949  tax  warrant,  plus  added  taxes, 
was  $55,589.60,  indicating  that  37.7%  of  the  warrant  remained 
uncollected  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year. 

The  average  collection  of  current  years  taxes  during  the 
year  1949,  for  all  towns  and  cities  in  New  Hampshire  was  90.2% 
In  Gilmanton  the  collection  of  current  years  taxes  during  1949 
was  only  62.3%,  or  27.9%  below  the  average  for  the  State. 
Effort  should  be  made  to  bring  tax  collections  in  Gilmanton 
more  in  line  with  collections  in  other  towns. 

Abatements : 

It  was  found  that  individual  abatement  orders  have  not 
been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  authorizing  abatements 
which  apparently  have  been  allowed.  It  is  required  by  law  that 
this  be  done.  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  detailed  list  of 
abatements  which  the  Collector  submits  to  the  Selectmen  at  the 
close  of  the  year  by  approved  in  writing  and  signed  by  the 
Board  if  found  to  be  in  order.  This  list  should  be  made  in  dupli- 
cate,— one  copy  to  be  given  to  the  Collector  and  the  ocher  copy 
retained  by  the  Selectmen. 
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Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter  211,  of  the  Laws 
of  1939,  require  that  this  report  or  a  summary  if  its  essential 
features  shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report.  This 
letter  of  transmittal  should  be  included  in  its  entirety  but  the 
inclusion  of  Exhibits  is  optional. 

We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  Town  of 
Gilmanton  for  their  assistance  during  the  course  of  the  audit.

REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  tin   Members  of  the  School  Board,  Parents  and   Voters: 

Here  begins  the  eleventh  annual  report  of  your  presi  •  i 
superintendent  of  schools.  Before  1940,  several  districts  in 
Supervisory  Union  No,  59  had  the  earlier  superintendent  of 
schools  for  twenty-six  years.  By  continued  service  over  several 
years,  the  educational  program  envisioned  bj  a  superintendent 
>f  schools  and  believed  in  and  made  effective  by  the  efforts 
>f  many  persons — school  board  members,  teachers,  school 
personnel,  parents,  pupils,  and  taxpayer-: — gives  the  best  schools 
within  our  means. 

Our  whole  endeavor  is  pointed  towards  bringing  out  of  each 
youngster  his  own  potentialities,  those  talents  which  were 
hidden  within  him  when  he  was  formed,  and  assisting  him  to 
develop  himself  into  a  well-rounded  human  being  capable  of 
caring  for  himself  and  also  assuming  his  social-civic  obliga- 
tions to  others. 

The  teachers  in  Gilmanton  are  trying  to  consider  childhood 
nature  and  development  first,  how  children  feel,  react,  grow, 
respond,  achieve  and  contribute.  Children  who  live  full  lives 
and  express  themselves  nobly  each  day  have  the  best  chance 
of  good  and  useful  lives  as  adults.  Teachers  are  endeavoring 
to  avoid  conditions  in  and  around  the  schools  which  unbalance 
youngsters.  Children's  personalities  are  warped  by  being  as- 
signed tasks  too  old  for  their  years,  by  being  required  to 
compete  for  individual  success  to  satisfy  parents,  by  being 
restricted  in  school  quarters  which  are  crowded  when  they 
have  had  big  spaces  for  their  play  and  activity,  by  being 
frustrated  by  conditions,   and   denied   by   adults. 

We  believe  in  letting  little  children  be  children,  to  grow  up 
in  an  elementary  school  where  they  are  understood  by  kindly 
teachers,  to  learn  to  do  by  doing,  to  have  the  school  increase 
their  zest  for  living,  to  develop  into  expressive,  creative,  earn- 
est, cooperative,  generous  and  loyal  young  citizens  with  good 
understandings  of  the  world  in  which  they  live,  with  good 
work    habits,    and    sincere    civic    responsibility. 

In  Gilmanton,  there  has  been  much  change  in  the  school 
situation  in  the  last  decade.  The  use  of  some  of  the  Academy 
Fund  has  provided  the  means  to  renovate  the  Corner  School, 
secure  sanitary  and  health  facilities,  and  bring  some  beauty 
and  attractiveness  to  the  interior.  It  is  possible  to  improve 
school  property  at  the  Iron  Works,  but  this  will  require  major 
construction  of  rooms.  Some  money  for  this  may  finally  come 
from  the  Myrtle  Marsh  Fund,  together  with  a  District  appro- 
priation. 

There   have   been   changes    in   the    educational    pattern: 

1.  Teachers  attend  summer  sessions,  take  extension  courses 
during  the  school  year,  participate  in  workshops  on  methods 
and  materials. 

2.  Functional    handwriting    program    in    effect. 
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3.  Art   Education  experiences  in  prospect. 

4.  Health  program  hoped  for  to  include  dental  clinic  and 
full  physical  examinations. 

5.  Physical   Education   desired. 

6.  Music  program  to  include  both  vocal  and  instrumental 
instruction. 

7.  School  Board  members  attend  meetings  with  those  from 
other  nearby  districts  and  get  information  on  the  better  school 
practices  which  are  being  made  effective. 

8.  Audio-visual  program  for  pupils  and  parents  may  be 
improved  in  a  short  while  so  information  may  be  introduced 
for  fast  and  impressive  learning. 

9.  P.  T.  A.  members  take  active  interest  in  school  matters, 
furnish  equipment,  and  seek  to  help  in  many  ways. 

10.  School  Board  members  give  much  of  their  own  time  to 
forward  the  school  program. 

BUILDINGS  AND  GROUNDS 

Space  in  classrooms  is  needed  to  carry  on  the  types  of  learn- 
ing activities  which  should  be  conducted  in  modern  elementary 
schools. 

Have  you  measured  the  size  of  the  room  for  beginners  at 
the  Iron  Works?  Or  the  amount  of  floor  area  per  pupil  in  the 
Town  Hall  dining  room? 

Modern  school  programs  require  pupil  work  to  be  done  on 
large  surfaces.  Desk  tops  or  table  tops  should  be  big.  Clean, 
smooth  floors  allow  children  to  spread  out  their  papers,  draw- 
ings, charts,  paintings,  and  maps  when  they  are  making  them. 
Schoolroom  walls  of  cellotex  permit  school  work  to  be  attached 
to  wall  surfaces  while  it  is  being  completed. 

Present  day  school  rooms  should  have  at  least  30  square 
feet  of  floor  area  per  child  in  every  classroom,  and  35  square 
feet  of  area  would  be  better  for  the  smaller  children.  Action 
lessons  in  dramatics,  dramatizations,  music,  play,  social  studies, 
pageants  and  recreation  take  floor  space.  These  lessons  cannot 
be  carried  on   in  cramped   quarters. 

Children  are  being  denied  educational  advantages  if  largl 
school  room  space  is  not  available,  or  if  too  great  numbers  are 
placed  under  the  direction  of  a  teacher.  In  assigning  pupils  to 
a    loom,   the   following  goals   arc   worth    teaching: 

Beginners   in   school — 6  years  old — 20  with  one  teacher. 

Second,   third    year — 7   -   8   years   old — 20-24   per   teacher. 

( tlliers  in  sehool  longer — 9  -  10  years  old  (of  average  learn- 
ing ability)    — 24-26   under  a    teacher. 

Junior  high  agi — 12  -  14  years  old     25-30  per  teacher. 

The  arc  >>f   the   children   and    their   speed   of   learning   govern 

the  number  to  be  assigned  to  one  teacher  if  there  is  sufficient 

room  space. 
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There  are  definite  needs  at  the  Iron  Works  School  and  Corner 

school: 

Iron  Works  School:   Mrs.  Durgin's  pupils— much  larger  class- 
room.

Our  teachers 
try  to  deal  wtih  the  varying  learning  abilities  of  the  children  in 
suitable  lessons.  There  is  much  more  to  school  than  studying 
books.  Attitudes  towards  work;  of  kindly  feelings  towards 
others;  of  respect  for  self,  companions,  and  property;  and  co- 
operation in  group  projects  are  as  important  as  book-learning 
in  the  lives  of  most  youngsters  as  adults.  Mastery,  complete 
control  of  a  skill,  manual  muscular,  or  a  process,  or  a  useable 
body  of  facts,  is  more  to  be  prized  than  marks.  Actual  achieve- 
ments are  generally  measureable  and  are  more  meaningful 
when  related  to  each  child's  talents  and  capabilities.  Our  system 
of  reporting  school  progress  of  pupils  by  "report  letters"  to 
parents  is  based  on  factors  which  allow  for  differences  inabili- 
ties, capacities,  interests,  mental  maturity,  and  personal  quali- 
ties. 

"Reporl   letters"  give  parents  a  better  picture  of  the  growing 

child  and   the  experiences  he   is  having   in  the  school   program 

than  anj  "mark"  on  a  "report  card,"  oi   its  printed  notes,  can 

Success  in  life  is  not  measured  alone  by  "book-learn- 

School  exists  for  purposes  other  than  cramming  book- 

learning  into  children,  whether  or  not  they  are  mature  enough 
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to  learn  the  exercises,  or  make  any  meaning  of  them  The 
social  development  of  a  youngster  is  vital  to  his  acceptance 
among  his  fellows. For  many  children,  perhaps  all,  this  factor 
of  social  acceptance  is  more  important  than  factual  learnings, 
desirable  as  these  surely  are.  School  life  should  be  a  wonder- 
ful experience  for  every  child,  where  knowledge  of  or  acquaint- 
ance with,  the  world  is  opened  through  books,  pictures,  tele- 
vision, l'adio,  conversation,  magazines,  excursions,  and  activi- 
ties. It  should  not  be  a  place  where  unpleasantness  is  common 
where  there  is  an  unnatural  and  humdrum  existence  bounded  by 
percents  and  marks  as  ends  in  themselves,  and  in  tasks  meaning- 
less to  the  child  at  his  age. 

Child  life  is  a  growing-up  period.  A  child  has  his  own  in- 
terests; and  these  are  not  grownups  interests!  A  child  has  his 
own  understanding  of  situations;  and  this  is  not  adult  under- 
standing. A  child  sees  the  world  and  the  people  in  it  through 
his  own  eyes.  He  makes  his  own  meaning  of  conditions  he  finds; 
and  it  is  not  an  adult  interpretation.  A  child's  love  for  school 
can  be  deadened  by  fault-finding,  by  punishments,  by  parents' 
misunderstandings  or  lack  of  sympathy  or  lack  of  love  of  him, 
and  by  overloading  him  with  work  or  exercises  or  words  without 
real  meaning  or  use  to  him  at  his  age  or  stage  in  life. 

CONCLUSION 

Within  a  few  years,  there  are  likely  to  be  many  changes  in  the 
school  structure  in  New  Hampshire  which  may  then  encourage 
further  consolidation  of  schools  in  Gilmanton  or  in  neighboring 
school  districts.  If  the  decision  in  the  near  future  is  to  have  a 
territorial,  or  area  school,  it  should  be  possible  to  establish  in 
that  unit  a  program  which  will  be  economical  in  educational 
dollars  and  effective  in  learning  experiences. 

As  your  superintendent  of  schools  for  more  than  a  decade,  it 
:s  a  pleasure  again  to  express  thanks  to  all  those  who  in  any 
way  have  helped  during  this  year  to  improve  school  conditions 
and  aid  boys  and  girls  to  learn  to  live  in  a  changing  world.
